THE HARVEST IS NOW ON ! 

The grain harvest in the district is 
( citing well under way, and with a 
steady advance in prices on the Win- 
ip; g Grain Kxclinnbe for several days 
past, the prospects are ft little more 
«n courging, although of course the 
1 rolongcd drouth during the month 
just past, has cut yields down quite 
considerably. 

Th e gamble with the grain market 
will soon commence, and will be the 
usual thriling experience evidently of 
waiting and watching and watching 
an i waiting, to got the best possible 
t rice for the wheat one has to sell. 
This is only natural, and of course we 
would all do the same thing, but the 
rad part of it is that we often over¬ 
play our hand and lose heavily, 
whore we may have gained a little, 
even though the gain were small. 

Several years ago, a number of well 
known local farm ers held wheat wait¬ 
ing for prices to advance to $2.00 per 
bushel and instead of getting $2 00 
per bushel they were finally acid out 
for as little as 35c. per bushel, when 
st ling at lime o* * ’ \1very would have 
t vi r. i leturn of Si 05 pe r bushel. 
*7 he same thing hai nsppfLed several 
tfr.icA see althora jn a ni .**0 re- 
stric’.el fccale, ns ovtcoil have nr 4 , s'.wr 
cd to such dizzy heights in the last 
thre» years, but many individual 
grain crops have been sacrificed wait 
ing for a few cents per bushel more 
in price. 

These statements are not made in 
any fault-finding attitude. It is mer 
ely the fact that we are playing a 
very uncertain and dangerous game 
when we set out to beat the market 
and hold for a definite price. In tho 
first place in the great majority of 
cases th,» crop is mortgaged before it 
is ever threshed. Maybe not in blac’ 
ftn : ( white on paper, but mortgaged 
by word of mouth because of bills in 
curred which we promised to pay as 
saon as we threshed, and if this is 
Ihe case then it is mortaaged, because 
bargains are only kept by mutual con 
sent and the honor of the contract- 
i g par tier. So that when the grain 
In thrc.ihc j it is not ours. We really 
ere expected to sell it, o r else as- 
: igrn a certain part of it to our credit 
ors, and if they want to gamble on 
th^ market, that is up to them. Of 
course, when a farmer can pay hi3 
blllo without selling his wheat, then 
there is nothing to say, because if 
he can afford to take the risk that 
i3 his business. 

Right now it looks as if prices may 
go higher But in the experiences of 
the past who can tell. As the immor 
tal Burns said, "The best laid plans 
of mice and men gang aft aglee,” an 
it is with markets and prices today. 
What seems gilt edge today, tomor¬ 
row may be worthless, and what 
seems sure now, may be tottering 
i- c hour,s time. If we planted with 
the prespects of 32c. wheat and can 
sell now for 43 or 50c. v/ t * are 16 to 18 
per hush'd better off than w P thought 
v 'e would be. and maybe now is the 
time to sell. Just maybe:

NEW SWEET CLOVER 

ALFALFA CROSS 

How many of our farm readers 
have seen Alpha? We'll warrant n>l 
many, for as yet It is not extensive!) 
grown. However, this cross between 
3weet clover and alfalfa promises t- 
become one of the leading legumes of 
Western Canada. In SasHatchrwnn 
the new feed crop is spreading rapid¬ 
ly, lack of seed being tho only thing 
holding back its cultivation. 

Alpha originated at the University 
of Saskatchew'an when Dr. L. E. Kirk 
Dominion agristologist discovered 
these peculiar plants growing in a 
plot of Arctic sweet clover. Alpha 
sweet clover appears to be a natural 
cross between Artie sweet clover an<* 
alfalfa It has many of the characters 
of both plants. It has the hardiness 
and growing ease of common sweet 
clover under prairie conditions and is 
a higher yielded than either sweet 
clover or alfalfa. It resembles alfalfa 
in that it branches profusely an^ is 
fine stemmed and has a feed value 
somewhat simillar to alfalfa. 

Unlike sweet clover Alpha promises 
to be a most economic seed producer, 
and the average farmer should have 
no difficulty in growing his own seed 
supply from a small plot or from a 
comer of the general field, just as he

The waterways of western Canada, 
in days gone by, assisted materially 
in unveiling the mystery of the 
groat country between lake Superior 
and the Pacific Ocean.
